Hotwithſtandinge, they b2ivled them 
ſclues ſo in that rage, that they vſed no 
koꝛte of weapon againſt their aduerſari 
es. Parp now when the cõmon wealth 
was growen to moꝛe perfection and ri⸗ 
ches, the maltte of the people growinge 
alſo greater, there folowed verpe ſoꝛe 
dyſpleaſures betwene ſundzye ſoztes 
ofthe Citizins. Amongſt the which if 
you conſider the hozrible Stirre of the 
Triumuiri, pe ſhall not finde it was ſo :

Greece when as it had bene a longe 
time toſſed t turmoiled with moſt cruel 
diſſentions, was content at laſt to lette 
go + foꝛget al w2ongs, which was both 


an wholeſome medicine fo2 their ſicke 


myndes, and alſv a good meane to re- 
dꝛeſſe all their ctuil hurly burlpes. The 
Popiſh pꝛelates, they wil nepther geue 
no2 take any other tondiciõs of conco2d 
and vnitie, but that the Idol of Roome 
map {till be adozed and kneeled to, and 
that all other powers, ſtates and cau- 
ſes, finallpe all maner of holpe oꝛ p20- 
phaine matters, map be vnder his auc- 
thozitie and iuriſdidion.

S. Paule calles him 
as he doth alſo James and John, a pil⸗ 
ler of the Church. And as foꝛ the reſt of 
his felowe Apoftles, they aſcribe vnto 
him no maner of .ſpecyall name 02 pꝛe⸗ 
rogatiue aboue the reſt. ea, but({aye 
thep)our Lo2de Jeſus Chztft vſed hym 
very louingly and familiarlp. J graunt 
that, but ſo as he did the like to James, 
and much moꝛe to John. And in plan- 
ting of the Churche(whiche point. the 
Romiſh Doctours take to be their chief 
holde)Peter is foz no other cauſe ſpeti⸗ 
ally and by name ſpoken to, but fo2that 
he alone in the name of his felowes had 
made anſ were to that our Sautour de- 
maunded of all the reſt of thapoſtles as 
wel as of him. And as foz the reſt of our 
Saulours talke concerning the Nocke, 
where againſt the gates of hell ſhould 
not pꝛeuaile, it pꝛooueth no ſpecial pꝛe⸗ 
empnence to be in Peter moꝛe then in 
the reſt, but betokeneth the publick pꝛo⸗

be it were not true, our molt loning ſa⸗

But why do we argue in a matter that

Fo2 at thoſe dates p Empe⸗ 
roꝛs of Roome ſhzcwdly perſecuted the 
church of Ch2iſt;+ alſo ſome of the Biſ⸗ 
ſhops of Roome they flue, who were in 
that time chief ſpectacles of godlines, & 
occupied in all holy exerciſes, & beſides 
valiaunt witneſſes of the death and re- 
ſurrection of our ſauiaur Jeſus Chaiſf, 
Fo2 the churche of Roome had not ſu- 
che an hard hap as to haue no commen⸗ 
dable Biſhoppes in it, amonge whom 
we conkeſſe ſome of theym in deede, o 
aunticnt tyme, were excellente, and 
ſinguler fathers. And as long as that 
ſimple and innocent age endured with 
out pꝛʒide, and ambition, ſo longe was 
that Popiſh gouernement vnknowen, 
ſo longe the Byſhoppe of Roome 
coueted-no eſpecial dignity aboue the 
reſt, except perhaps becauſe he was an 
example of the flocke;he fought to win 
the crowne of Partirdome from them.
